The financial collapse was brought about, as 
is well-known to all resders, by the attempt to 
westernize the East. Within foor years oi the ter- 
mination of the Russo Turkish war the coun- 
try was in a healthy. flourishing condition, and 
the peasants q cite contented with their lot, Chris- 
tians and Moslems working peacefolly side by 
side. Bat the moment the present Saltan 

slt himeelf secure on the throne his ing 
character began to make iteelf felt. Sémehow 
or o‘her he managed to sequester in so far as 


was possible the best estates for the benefit of 


the so-called Civil List, bot in reality for his 
own privy purse. He turned Yildiz Kiosk into 
an armed camp and practically kept all bis 

intelligent and honest advisers as prisoners in 
order to centralize the whole power in his own 
bands and these aotions entailed such enormous 
expense that all sorts of petty, vexatious, looal 
taxes have from time to time been levied. The 
so-called reforms effected by Abdul Hamid ba ve 
been the farming out of tithes, compalsory 
seqaestration of cattle, the draining away of 
the best blood for the most disgracefully fed, 
clothed, and looked-after armyin the world, 
except for a few thousands of soldiers around 
Constantinople who sre under the personal 
supervision of German advisers.

Railway concessions wete 
granted with kilometric guarantees, such gua- 
rantees being again assured by increased 
internal taxes collected by the contri 
indirectes, such concessions being giv 
personal reasons, whereas the older establi 
companies would have constracted the li 
without guarantees, bat refused to grease the 
palms of a ring of sharks from all the depart- 
ments. Lat the North German Gezztte“ point 
oat one real reform dariog the thirty years of 
the Sultan’s reign. Tae agrioultaral products 
of the couotry are not inoressing pro rata to 
the area of undeveloped land for the rimple 
reason that no Turk will coltivate more than 
is absolately necessary for a living. The only 
flourishing lands are those belonging to the 
rayahs, who, although taxed like their neigb- 
bours, are exempt from conscription to an 
army, of which 20 per cent. return to their 
homes in good health but unfit to resume 
their labours as cultivators of the soil. To turn 
to the mining iodustry. The country abounds 
in minerals,bat the oppos‘tion against mining, 
or rather against granting concessions to Euro- 
peans, is so great that, with the exception of a 
few concessions granted by his predecesrors or

MOSLEM MARRIAGE LAW, 

A divorced wife recently took proceedings 
in the Mehkemeh Sharieh against ber bos 
band, claiming her “nafaka.” The Mehkemeh 
ruled that the nafaka should be paid; and as 
the husband poesesses nothing except a house, 
the Mehkemeh sold it in order to cover the 
claim of the divorced wife's nafaka. The poor 
husband being greatly enraged by the judg- 
ment attempted to commit suicide by taking 
adranght of phenic acid, and in spite of 
prompt medical treatment heis in a very 
precarious state.

Those of oar members who take the trouble 
to read our monthly article on the Customs 
returns will have noticed during the past year 
repeated allusions to the growth of the floor 
imports. They will also bave observed that 
from time to time we have endeavoured to 
persuade bome millers and exporters to 
examine the position with a view to entéri 
the market. ‘Although we believe our 
have bean the cause of one or two firms i 
out bere, there is still room for farther chter- 
prise.in this direction.

The second ofthe above tables clearly in- 
dicates that the bulk of the trade (62.6 °/) 
is in the bands of the French, and that

The principal quality of French flour sold 
on this morket is the one known as “Soft 
White,” the price ranning}from 20 to 21 francs 
the 100 kilograms (220 Ibs) f.o.b. Marseilles. 
The “Hard White” ranges from 19 francs to 
23 franca the kilo, whilst the lower grades 
begin at 17/- the kilo. 

The Eoglish flour is sold in sacks of 280 ibs. 
the usual price being from 21/- to 23/6 per 
bag c. i.. Alexandria. 

The duty payable to the Customs is the 
ordinary ad valorem one of 8%, there being 
also about. 4% for quay daties if landed at 
Alexandria. 

The floug trade is one of the tew branches of 
Egypt’s imports which are done on a cash basis 
so far as the country of origin is concerned. The 
merchant here as a role either opens a credit 
abroad, or pays cash against documents. The 
bakers and retailers, of course, have credit 
facilities from the merchante, the u:aal term 
running from 30 to 60 days.

Islamism on a world popalation of some 
hondred and K five millions, distributed 
as follows:

In India, where nearly one half of 
Islam congregates, the Hioda caste customs 
overlie Mohammedaniem, and the Hindus 
ontnamber the followers cf the Prophet in 
the ratio of more than four to one. In Persia

Any genui: e 
signifizance of Ezyptian: Pan-Islamism is na 
tional, political—the doffing of the British 
mantle. And we know what Arabi’s notion of 
“Egypt for the Fgyptians” implied, and from 
the tactics of the anti-British Press it is per- 
missible to conclade that its editors and Arabi 
attach the same value to the phrase, The ory 
of “Egypt for the Egyptianr,” however, casa 
the favour of the reactionary Islamic school in 
Tarkey proper and of Court circles in Egypt 
itself. This lends it additional vocal strength. 
But Turkish policy in the opinion of many good 
jodges uses the agitation merely as a means 
towards a bargain with the three Mohammedan 
Powers, Great Britain, France, and Russia, 
especially the two former.

It comprises a ruling Turkish 
class, a totally distinct peassnt class, and 
nearly a million Coptio Christians, Syrians, 
Armenians, and Earopeans. Oat of this ethno- 
graphical conſusion the creation of ar Lion 
ality must be a slow process. 

Egypt has originated Pan-Islamism, but \ 
is loss likely to thrive in Egypt than in any 
other Mohammedan country. Its chances in 
other countries are small if it rests upon the 
sword and if that sword leans upon misrule. 
As for Great Britain, she has shown by the
